AST YEAR was the worst 

for Lancashire cotton and 
piece-goods “exports for 
years, and the worst for yarn 
exports, apart from the war- 
years, since the cotton famine 
in the early 60's. 

This description is contain- 
cd in the report of the joint 
Committee of the Cotton 
Trade Organisations. 

The output of cotton yarn 
fell by 22 per cent., piece- 
goods by 25 per cent. and 
yarn exports by 28 per cent. 
compared with 1937. 

The fall in the output of 
plece-poods for the home 
“market was almost as great. 
British trade in picce-goods 
increased in only four markets, 
notably Hongkong, where this 
was largely due to the diver- 
sion of trade from Chinese 
ports. 

Exports to China and Hong- 
kong, taken together, rose by

Efghty .thousand miles of country 
never seen before by human eyes 
hhve been added to the world’s sur~ 
face, and have been claimed by 
Ellsworth on behalf of the United 
States, : 

From the fringe of the Antarctic 
Ellsworth flew south to a point where 
he could ste as far os latitude 74,30 
south from his position on longitude 
79 cast. His altitude In filght was 
nearly 12,000ft. and vis:bility was 
perfect. He could sce at Icast 150 
miles om each side of the 'planc. 

In all this arca not a mountain 
ranso nor a speck of baro land 
showed, : 
“After leaving the hills of the 

coastal belt thet thrust their dark, 
snowiree tops through the barriers’ 
edue of the whole area os far south 
as we could see, slopes gradually rose 
upward to an altitude of approxi- 
miutely.

RECENT INVESTIGATIONS by German military 
authorities have revealed that 20 per cent. of the German . 
iron and steel industry and 10 per cent. of the coal mines 


lie within range of French 


artillery. Moreover, about 


five million Germans live in this exposed frontier section. 


One of the paragraphs in the 
Treaty of Versailles stipulated 
that all of the German fortifica- 
tions should be destroyed, and 
that a demilitarised zone in 
which no German soldier was 
allowed to set foot should. be 
established ,along the entire 
western frontier to a depth of, 
25 miles east of the Rhine. 
With the re-occupation. of the 
Rhineland in 1930 the process of 
rectifying thls defenceless condition 
was begun, but the progress during 
the next two years was entirely In- 
ndequate for protecting the Retch 
against invasion or gunrantecing on 
adcquate defence. 


SYSTEM OF FORTS 


Since no modern military com- 
mander would think’ of sending his 
infantry to storm positions that had 
not previously been reduced io ruins 
through destructive artillery fire, 
tanks and bombing planes, the first 
und foremost taslt was to secure the 
western frontier against these wea- 
pons.

About a million men have al- 
ready marched from Szechuan to 
engage the Invading Japanese. Ready 
to reinforce them is another millton 
now under training. “Coming” trom 
farming familles, these new urmy 
recrults represent the best ‘of the 
Chinese nation's young manhood, 
simple, honest, strong and diligent. 

Szechuan village courtyards, 
where farmers thresh ‘their harvest 
in autumn, are now part of the 
plices where China's new army is 
being put into fighting trim. Sitting 
around sewlng and sunning them- 
selves, the village womenfolk watch 
vith interest ‘these men, thelr hus- 
“ands or brothers or sons, in train- 
zg. Their old fear of soldiers hus 
ong since disappeared for these 
recruits all come from thelr native 
villages and ore men of thelr own 
class. Life in these recruit-quartered 
villages is peaceful and happy, and 
he villagers are ready to testify to 
the courteous way these recruits 
‘reat their hosts, 

Village fathers have their reasons 
for welcoming these rocrults, With 
the army regulation of meatness’ and 
cleanness as examples, village sant- 
tation conditions have been greatly 
Improved with the help of: soldiers 
and army doctors, Free clinics have 
been maintained. Food scraps and 
refuse are useful for the feeding of 
pigs and chickens. And in their lel- 
sure hours ‘the soldiers ‘are always 
willlng and ready to lend a, hand in 
the house and fields. The children 
are taught-by army political- workers 
to read ond write.

GERMANY SUGGESTS A 
NEW SCHEME FOR 
DAVIS CUP TOURNEY 


By A. Wallis Mycrs 


London, Jan. 11. 


For some timo past the German lawn tennis authoritics have 
favoured n revision of Davis Cup conditions so as to modify the 
long itincrary which may now be necessary under the existing 


rules. 


A recent reseript issued by the 
sports leader relative to official 
approval for teams entering or 
leaving Germany hos now brought 
this question to a head, and a de- 
cision inay conceivably attcct Ger- 
many’s future participation in the 
international team championship. 


Germany has now won the Euro- 
pean zone competition six times. 
She has never yet been oble to reach 
the challenge round. The nearest 
attempt—and It was a surpraingly 
galant cffort—was ot Wimbicdon in 
1937, when C. Von Cramm_ ied 
Donald Budge 4—1 in the. Afih set 
of the fifth match against America 
‘in the inter-zone ‘final. 

A few more winners from the 
German, or‘a less resolute recovery 
by the champion, and = Gcrmany 
would not only have beaten the 
Americans, but probably captured 
the Davis Cup as well.

therefore, - forfeited, They further 
nllege that some of the goods had 
been charged higher than the market 
price, and that the weight and price 
book hud been altered: j 
- Mr. Eldon Potter, K.c., and Mr H. 
C.’ Macnamara apear for the plaintiff 
firm on the instructlons of Mr. E. 
Davidson, of Hastings and Co. The 
defendants ure represented ‘by the 
Hon. Mr, Leo D'Almada, Jnr, ond 
Mr..D. J. N. Anderson, instructed by 
Mr. O. £. C. Marton of Deacons. 

Lo Ka-min, assistant salesman of 
the Cheong Shing Hong firm, said he 
was familinr with the prices of 
various marines foods, He detailed 
the prices for vorious qualities and 
sizes of sharks’ fins, seaweed, awabl, 
fungus, fish sinues, fishes, mush- 
rooms, salt water grass ond native 
cotton, 

Witness cald he had glanced at the 
statement of claim when {t was 
drawn up, and had discussed the 
prices written In with some of the 
fokis of the firm. In his opinicn, 
they were reasonable, fair maricct 
prices. A rough draft was first 
made by Leung Yiu-ch!, accountant 
of the firm, and later a fair copy was 
made. 

Booka Handed Over 

Leung Ylu-chi'said that a few days 
after the fire which destroyed the 
godown, a Mr. Ho came to sce him

Italy’s Terms 
Stiffen 


‘Rome, Feb, 7, 

The seml-oficial “Giornale 
@Italla” this evening publishes an 
article by the editor, Slynor Gayda, 
enumerating the ‘four conditions 
which, he snys, must’ be fulfiied 
before Itallan volunteers can be 
withdrawn from. Spain. 

They are os follows: : 

}—Complete demobilisation and 
dispersion. of-Spanish. Loyalist troops 
who have retreated into France, and 
who would otherwise constitute a 
danger to the stability of Insurgent 
Spain. ‘ : 

2.—Restriction of the activities of 
Spanish Loyalist leaders who have 
fled to France, and whose presence 
in ‘that country Is, in itself, 
anomalous, 

3.—Unconditlonal capitulation of 
“Reds” both inside and outside of 
the Spanish frontlers. : 

4.—The return of stolen Spanish art 
treasures which have been trans. 
ferred to France, and the return of 
fold belong:ng tothe Bank of Spain. 

Signor Gayda again stresses thot 
no difference can be made between 
the political and military, victory of 
General Franco, whose ‘political 
triumph has Invariably been the gorl 
of his entire milltary action. 


PREMIER'S DECLARATION 


Referring to Mr. Chamberlain's 
declarntion on Anglo-French solldar- 
Ity, the paper observes that nobody 
in Itnly has ever doubted that in the 
event of war Britain would be on thc 
side of France.’ The only doubt 
existing: in Italy. says Signor Gayda, 
is whether the British Government 
is, under ull circumstances, prepared 
to support the intransIgent policy of 
France, which is “opposed to Mr. 
Chamberlain's policy, and which may

The seml-oflicial “Giornale 
d'italia” this evening publishes an 
article by the editor, Siymor, Gayda, 
enumerating the four conditions 
which, he says, must be fulfilled 
before Itallan voluntecrs can be 
withdrawn from Spain. 

They are as follows: 

1—Complete demobilisation and

nothing undone for the safeguarding 


of the Japanese rights and interests,” ° 


‘ Supporters of the . vote include 
Messrs, Kozo Yamamoto and Ryuki- 
chi Tajirogi of the Minscito Party, 
and Messrs, Takeshi Azuma and 
Toyotaro Fukazawa of the Sclyukat 
Party, . 


Following the conference of all 
Partles in the House of Representa. 
tives, a resolution was Introduced tnto 
the House urging the Government to 
leave nothing undoxe to safeguard 
Japanese rights and interests in the 
Soviet Unon, which, the Resolution 
declares, ore being threatened with 
destruction, by the growing oppres- 
sion of the Sovict administration. 


The Resolution mentions {in par- 
ticular the Japanese fishery rights 
In the Sovict territorial waters of 
the Japan, Behring and Okhotsk 
Seas, which, Tt asserts, shall never 
be violated or damaged by the ab- 
sence of detailed regulations for the 
exercise of those rights which are 
affirmed by treaty between Japan 
and the Sovict Union. 


Pointing to the Sovict Union's un- 
warrantable violation of international 
Good faith by putting all the 
stabilised fishery Iots to auctlon and 
by closing 40 of these fishery lots, 
while the Japanese fishery interests 
refused to participnte in the auction 
under a grim determination to mect 
any emergency, the Resolution de- 
clares that the situation between the 
two countries is now unprecedentedly 
grave. .

Chungking, Feb. 7. 

About o milion men have al- 
ready marched ‘from Szechuan to 
engage -the Invading Japanese. Ready 
to reinforce them ‘Is another million 
now-under tralning. Coming from, 
Curming familics, thesoinew urmy 
recrults represent the best of the 
Chinese natlon’s, young manhood. 
simple, honest, strong and diligent. 

Szechuan village courtyards, 
where formers thresh thelr harvest 
in autumn, are now part of the 
places where China'a new. army Is 
being put into fighting trim. Sitting 
around sewing and sunning them- 
selves, the village womenfolk watch 
vith interest these men, their hus- 
wands or brothers or sons, in train- 
ng. Their old fear of soldiers has 
-ong since disappeared for these 
recruits all come from thelr native 
villages ond are men of thelr own 
slass, Life in these recrult-quartered 
villages fs peaceful and’ happy, and 
he villagers are ready to testify to 
the courteous way these recruits 
ireat their hosts, 

Village fathers have their reasons 
for welcoming these recrults, With 
the army regulation of neatness and 
cleanness ns examples, village sant- 
tation conditlong have been greatly 
improved with the help of soldiers 
and army doctors, Free clinics have 
been maintained. Food scraps and 
refuse are useful for the feeding of 
pigs and chickens. And in their lel~ 
sure hours the soldiers are alwuys 
whUng and ready to lend a hand in 
the house and fields. The children 
are taught by army political workers 
to read ond write. They are taught 
to respect. the national flag and to 
sing the anthem. Playing soldiers is 
now the favourite. game in Szechuan 
villages, a healthy sign for physical 
development as well as education. 


Recrulls Enfoy Life 


The recruits enjoy thelr life in 
army camps. Properly fed and cloth- 
ed, these men now take a pride in 
thelr appearance, In fact, they arc 
healthier after enlistment, which 1s 
a credit to the strict training and 
discipling of “army ~ life, Most - of 
China's new soldiers know how to 
read and write. The few unfortunate 
iterates are given an education by 
those young and enthusiastic men 
and women who form the units of 
army politicul workers, These new 
recruits have lJearncd ‘many thingy 
since thelr’ enlistment, and their 
morale is extremely high. . 

.OMcers taking charge of the 
training of these young soldiers in- 
clude those who have actually fought 
the Japancse on various fronts os 
well og lleutenants {fresh from the 
Central Military Academy and its 
branch schools. ‘Thus, experience 
and. theory ure blended together 
for the training of these recruits. 

These new licutenants, {ft may be 
noticed, were all high school gra- 
duates before entering the military 
institutions, With the war, the old 
Chines? saying of “n good son: does 
not become’ u soldier”: has been 
changed into “only a good son is 

worthy to join the army.” For in- 
deed they are the cream of the nu- 
tion's youth, who are mentally fit 
and physically "strong. And with 
several ycars of the most strict dis- 
ciplinc and training, they have be- 
come the officers of the country’s 
legions, rendy to lead China’s new 
army to_ the battlefields to fight 
against Japancse aggrcaston.—Cen- 
tral News, :

BERLIN, Feb. 7. 


RECENT INVESTIGATIONS by German military 


authorities have revealed that 20 per cent. of the German | 


iron and steel industry and 10 per cent. of the coal mines 


lie within range of French artillery. Moreover, 


about 


five million Germans live in this exposed frontier section. 


One of the paragraphs in the 
Treaty of Versailles stipulated 
that all of the German fortifica- 
tions should be destroyed, and 
that a demilitarised zone in 
which no German soldier was 


‘allowed - to- set -foot should -- be 


established along the entire 
western frontier to a depth of 
25 miles east of the Rhine. 
With the re-occupation of tho 
Rhineland jn 1936 the proccss of 
rectifying this defenceless conditlon 
was. bestun, but the progress during 
the next two years wus cntircly in- 
adequate’ for protecting the Reich 
against invasion or guaranteeing on 
adequate defence. 


SYSTEM OF FORTS 


Since no modern military com- 
mander would think of sending his 
Infantry to storm positions that had 
not previously been reduced to ruins 
through destructive artillery fire, 
tanks and bombing planes, the first 
and foremost task was to sccure the 
western frontier against these wea- 
pons. 

The requirements were threefold: 

1. The Individual forts and bastions 
had to be so heavily armourcd 
that they would withstand end- 
less pounding from the enemy 
artillery. 

2. Adcquate barricrs and obstacles 
hed to be erected to prevent the 
tanks of the aggressor, Including 
the large ones and also the so- 
called amphiblan tanks, from 
reaching the actual fring lines. 

. The entire system had to be 
secured ogainst lr attacks 
through concealment. 


CONTINUOUS LINE 


In conformity with the most mo- 
dern experience and theory in the 
construction of defence fortifications, 
the German: Maginot Line is not a 
continuous, connected series but com- 
posed of a number of individual forts 
or bastions of which cach is an ine 
dependent, se}f-sufticient unit. 

Nor {3 thls system,. confined to'a 
narrow line of forts along the frou- 
ther, but comprises:a wide, . fortified 
ne between 30 and 45° ‘miles in 

epth. 

Through this extraordinary . depth’ 
jt Is planned that should the enemy 
succeed, against all expectation, in 
reaching, and taking the foremost 
fortifications, he would be subject to 
the concentrated fire of the battcrics 
to the rear and would be even more 
Noble to.destruction since the ad- 
vance from this point would have to 
take place in smaller, divided groups, 

The chess-board arrangement of 
the bastions and forts would compel 
the enemy to break up his forces, and 
in the further odvance he would con- 
stantly. stumble-upon tho. new.. fre~ 
spewing forts which had lain hidden | 
from view and had remained silent 
until the most auspicious moment of 
atigck was at hand, 


ANTI-TANK MEASURES ° 


The first condition for any advance 
Is that the advancing tanks should 
succecd in breaking’ down every 
obstacle in order to pave the way for 
the other . forces.

GAS-PROOF FORTS 

“The principal defence strength of 
the. fortifications . Jines,. however, 1s 
the armoured conercte bastions and 
forts which form the nucleus of the 
entire aystem, 

Walls of reinforced conercte and 
armour plate have attained a resis- 
tance undreamt of during the Great 
War, and will make it possible for 
the troops in modern German forts 
to remain fn security , throughout 
days of bombardment: from - the 
heaviest artillery. 

Each of these forts fs entirely gas~ 
proof, and an adequate reserve of 
ammunition has been stored in 
spcelally protected rooms so that the 
defenders can hold out for an in- 
definite perlod. 

Still more elaborate facilities have 
besn provided for the soldlers who 
man the forts-kitchens, washing 
rooms, first ald quarters and rest 
rooms being constructed on several 
subterranean levels, . Each fort 1s 
provided with its own electrical 
plant ond water supply, and Is 
equipped in such a manner that a 
considerable number of soldiers can 
remain there for months on end If 
necessary. Connection between the 
different’ units hng been provided 
through tunnels decp in the carth so 
that gun erews may be relieved and 
supplies dellvered even while the 
forts are under fire. 

17,000 UNITS 

Over 17,000 of these units ranging. 
from small bastions to large fogts 
have been constructed between 
Holland and Lake Constance, leaving 
no section of the territory uncovered. 

All of the structures have been 
covered with a decp Inyer of earth 
and as soon as the natural vegetation 
again springs up, the landscape will 
be in no way allered by the line of 
fortifications, 

Only an experienced observer will 
be abie to peresive here and there 
mmonsat the shrubbery and trees the 
threatening muzzle of a gun, while 
he himself will be constantly ob- 
served by dozens of guards, peering 
through binoculars from conccaled 
loophofeayegk-outs ond’ armoured 
lurrets.—Trans-Occan.

British trade in piece-goods 
increased in only four markets, 
notably Hongkong, where this 
was largely due to the diver- 
sion of trade from Chinese 
ports.

tanks and bombing plancs, the first 
and foremost. task was to secure the 
western ‘frontier against these wea- 
pons, : 

The ulrements were threcfold: 

1. The Individual forts andbastlons 
had to be so heavily armoured 
that they would withstand cnd- 
less pounding from the enemy 
artillery. 

, Adequate barriers nnd obstacles 
had to be erected to prevent the 
tanks of the aggressor, including 
the large ones and also the so- 
called amphibian fanks, from 
reaching the actual firing lines. 

. The entire system had to be 
secured agalnst lr attacks 
through concealment. 


CONTINUOUS LINE 


In conformity with the most mo- 
dern experience and theory in. the 
construction of defence fortifications, 
the German Maginot Line js not a 
continuous, connected series but com- 
posed of n number of individual forts 
or bastions of which cach Js an in- 
dependent, self-suMclent unlit. 

Nor is. this system, confined to u 
narrow line of forts along the frou- 
tier, but comprises a wide, fortificd 
zone between 30. and 45 miles in 
depth. : 

Through -this extraordinary depth 
{tis planned that should the cacmy 
succeed, against all expectation, in 
reaching and taking the foremost 
fortifications, he would be subject to 
the concentrated fire of the battesies 


to the rear-and ‘would ‘be even more }~~ 


Mable to destruction since the ad- 
vance from this polnt would have to 
take place In smaller, divided groups. 

The chess-bonard arrangement of 
the bastions nnd forts would compel 
the enemy to break up his forees, and 
in the further advance he would con- 
stantly stumble upon the new fire- 
spewing forts which had Iain hidden 
from, view and had remained silent 
until the most auspicious moment of 
attack was at hand. 


ANTI-TANK MEASURES 


The first condition for any advance 
Js that the advancing tanks should 
succeed in breaking down ‘every 
obstacle In order to pave the way for 
the other forces, In order to pre- 
vent this, a line of tanic barriers de- 
sluned according to the latest data 
bas been laid along the entire fron- 

er. 

The most outstanding among these 
is the “hump barrier,” which is so 
constructed that its conerete teeih 
will hold up the progress of the tank, 
and should an attempt be mode to 
climb over, the tank will be held 
up long enough for the concealed ar- 
lillery to do its work. 

Another obstacle undisputed in its 
effectlveness 1s the sericy of pits up 
to 130 fect wide, very deep, and 
flied with running water. 

Special barriers have been erected 
for amphibian tanks, it being assum- 
ed In military clreles that they will 
form one of the most formidable 
weapons of the future. 

Tanks as well ns ndvancing infan- 
try will mect with a most effective 
barrier {n the securely anchored 
barbed-wire ‘entangtements, which 
cover’ many ‘miles in irregularly 
placed zones. 

-GAS-PROOF FORTS 

The princi, pal ‘defence strength of 

the fortifications lines, however, {s 


the armoured concrete bastions and 
forts which form the nucleus of the 
entire system. 


Walls of reinforeed concrete and 
armour plate have attained a resis- 
tance undreamt of during the Great 
War, and will make it possible for 
the troops in modern German forta 
fo remain in security throughout 
dsys of bombardment from the 
heaviest artillery. . 

Each of these forts is entirely gas- 
proof, and am adequate reserve of 
ammunition has been stored in 
spcclally protected rooms so, that the 
defendera can hold out for‘an in- 
definite perlod, 

Sull more elaborate facilitles have 
been provided for the soldiers .who 
man the forts-kitchtns, washing 
rooms, first ald quarters and rest 
rooms belng constructed on several 
subterranean levels. . Each fort 19 
provided with its own electrical 

plant and water supply, and ifs 
equipped in such a manner that a 
considerable number of soldiers can 
remain there for months on end if 
necessary, Connecticn between the 
different units has been provided 
through tunnels deep in the carth so 
that gun crews may be relieved and 
supplies dellvered even while the 
forts are under fire. 


17,000 UNITS 


Over 17,000 of these units ranging 
from small bastiuns to large forts 
have been . constructed between 
Holland and Lake Constance, leaving 
no section of the territory uncevered, 

All of the structures have been 
covered with ‘a deep layer of, carth 
iynd us s00n as the natural vegetation 
upain springs up, the. lundscape will 
be In no: way altered by the line of 
fortifications, 

Only an experienced observer will 
be able to perecive here and there 
amongst the shrubbery and trees the 
threatening; muzzle of a gun, while 
ho himsel€ wilt be constantly ob- 
served by dozens of suards peering 
through bingculars from concealed 
loopholes, look-outs and armoured 
turrets.—Trans-Ocean. ‘

GERMANY'S ATTITUDE towards the Jews and the so-called 
Nafional-Socinlist partica. in’ other countries was defmed by Dr. 
Alfred Rosenberg, Reich leader charged with the ideological ‘educa- 
tion of the German people, in an address to the Diplomatic Corps 
and representatives of the forcign press in Berlin to-day. 


Referring to the Jewish question, 
Dr, Rosenberg sald: 

“From our polnt of view it Is 
necessary that hundreds of thouzands 
-of Jews now living In Germany, and 
millions later from ‘Central Europe, 
should be svttled in come other part 
-of the world, not scnttzred, but in 
the same closed restion. In the 
creation of n-settlement of this kind 
there can be no-question of creating 

14 Jewish State, but only a reserva- 
tlon”. 

Turning to the qust{on of Natlonal- 

- Socialist Parties In other countries, 
Rosenberg said: 

"As National Socialism Is not a 
universal creed that can be nppiled 
to all peoples and races, It appears 
to us expedient that new movements 
started Jn other countries which, for 
humanly understandable, but totally 
different Jdcological ‘motives from 
ours, should not employ the word 
“National Soclaliym" but should 
choose instead a designation corres- 
ponding to their own national 
history." 


OPPOSES PALESTINE HOME 


Referring again in particular to 
the Jewlsh questlon, the speaker 
added that in Germiny that would 
only be settled when the Inst Jew has 
left the soll of the German Releh. 
Herr Rosenberg opposed the plan of 
the erceatlon of a Jewish state In 
Palestine on the grounds that this 
stnte could not have the aim of 
accommodating the Jewlsh people in 
Palestine but merely of forming an 
all-Jewish ecntre of power in the 
Near East. 

“A Jewlsh ‘State would give world 
Jewry the legal possibility of setting 
up its Legations In. all countrics, of 
sending Its diplomatic representa- 
tlves everywhere, without: thereby 

- curtalling the number ond power of 
‘the Jews in the democracies, It 


» would, morcover, have the task of 


using its influence on behalf of the 
so-called Jewish minorities in all 
‘countries of the world. 

Moreover this State would become 
the centre of an cconomic domina- 
tion of tho Near Enst und finally 
unassailable refuge for Jews of 
dubious character from all parts of 
the world. We would, ag it were, 
have a world nucleus for harbouring 
criminal elements of the _cntire 
world, a state of affairs which Europe 
could not long tolerate’, 

GUIANA. OR MADAGASCAR 
In Rosenberg's opinion the settie- 
ment of the Jews In one closed re- 
.. servation would. only. be, feasible ..in 
Gulann or Madngaser, The Jews 
* should not, however, be left to them- 
selves there, 

"Even the most primitive sense of 
humanity towards the Jews would 
rather demand that every large 
Jewlsh colony should be under the 
supervision of a strong police force, 
and tho district police authoritles 
should be under » Governor or no 
League of Nations which would keep 
this Jewish Reservation. under ob- 


servation on behalf of the democra- 
cies", 

The financing of this plan should, 
In the opinion of Herr Rosenberg, be 
eMeeted by~. requiring “that = the 
Jewish mtUionalres from all parts of 
the world place thelr fortunes not the 
disposal of, Iet us say, the Evian 
Conference’, 

Referring back .to the question of 
Nationul-Socialist parties in other 
countries, Herr Rosenberg said that, 
since Natlonal-Socialism was a 
speelfic German kleology and the cx- 
pression of the new ideals of the 
German people, a similar evolution 
in other countrics could tale only 
one course: ha ae 

‘Every nation that holds the view 
that the ideas and forms of existence 
of the past no. longer correspond to 
the needs of.our time, or nations 
thiut scele escape from the danger .of 
bolshevism must adopt methods that 
sult thelr own national character. - 
MISUNDERSTANDINGS LIKELY 

Another reason exists why other 
nations should choose another de- 
signation, After 
Judaism have been excluded from 
power altogether, conflicts of in- 
terests between the different nations 
will still be possible and Indeed pro-, 
bable, It would therefore be con- 
celvable that the German Natlormal- 
Socinlst state would come into a 
political conflict with some other, 
calling Itself National-Soclallst. 

Ideologically this would give the 
Impression that universal National- 
Soclalism had suffered an intellec- 
tual defeat. 

Herr Rosenberg closed, saying that 
Natlonal-Socialism, Mite Fascism, js 
an Ideology of its own people in the 
present century and the answer 
to the fate of other epochs.— 
Trans-Occan,

“He bases the calculations on pre- 
war statistics, showing exports of 
German colonies inercased from 
28,000,000 marks In 190B to 162,000,- 
000 marks In 1913, If Germany re- 
gained and worked her former 
colonies to their full agricultural 
cnpacity, thelr production, could be 
Increased lo over 600,000,000 marks 
annually, which would cover 15 per 
cent. of Gerinany’s present import

It is interesting to recall that, 
ag recently as December 12 last , 
year, Mr,.Chamberlain- certainly- 
had no intention of giving such 
an . unequivocal statement of 
British support.for France as 
was given yesterday. On that 
occasion, in response to a ques- 
tion whether, in the event of 
Italy embarking ‘on warlike 
operations against France, Bri- 
tain would give military aid, tho 
Prime Minister replied some- 
what cryptically that “no re- 


| quirement of such aid exists in 


any treaty or pact with France.” 


The significance lies in the 
fact that. the assurances Mr. 
Chamberlain hesitated to give 
before his recont visit to Rome 
have been forthcoming after, 
that visit. 


Britain's policy shows signs of 
hardening against both Italy 
and Japan, 


In the European sphere, the 
wreckage and rape of Catalonia
